Wednesday, June 17, is the bi-cj/i- 


tenary of the birth of the founder of 
Methodism. Two hundred years ago 
on this date John Wesley was born 
in his rectory at Epworth, England, 
and the bi-centennial of his 
birrh 


will be celebrated by his 8,000,000 fol- 
lowers in all parts of the world. 


From his mother John Wesley in- 


herited the character and 
qualities 


which made him great. 
Her house- 


hold was organized on a plan that 
would do credit to a trust magnate. 
She had little respect for the educa- 
tional methods of the 
day 
and 


taught her own children separately 
and together. A stated ,time was set 
apart for the personal religious in- 
struction of each child, says the Chi- 
cago Tribune. 
John's 
time 
was 


Thursday evening, and 
many years 


afterward in a letter to his mother 
he wrote: "If you can spare me only 
that little part of Thursday evening 
which you formerly bestowed 
upon 


me in another manner, I doubt not 
it would be as useful now for cor- 
recting my heart as it was then 
in 


forming my judgment." 


When John Wesley was about five 


and-one-half years old .the rectory (.t 
Epworth was destroyed by fire and 
he narrowly escaped 
with his life, 


having been overlooked until the en- 
tire building was in flames His es- 
cape he regarded 
as providential. 


Whether this experience sobered him 
or not, he 
early 
displayed 
that 


thoughtfnlness which was always a 
distinguishing trait 
When 
asked 


during meals if lie would have 
a 


piece of bread or fruit, he would re- 
ply: "I thank you; 1 will think of it." 


BEGINNINGS OF METHODISM. 
! 


While Wesley was in Lincoln col- 


lege there was organized 
at Oxford 


a band of students called the Holy, 


two years, during which time he de- 
voted himself to his work as a min- 
ister and to the education of chil- 
dren, starting the first Sunday school 
kno.wn. One of his 
teachers 
had 


trouble with the children in school. 
The boys from the well-to-do families 
looked with contempt 
on 
those 


who attended school without 
shoes 


or stockings and 
mercilessly ridi- 


culed them. 
In order to rebuke 
the 


young snobs Wesley presented him-' 
self one morning at the school bare- 
footed and took charge. 
The chil- 


dren were surprised, but that 
vas 


the end of the trouble. 


SOJOURN IN GEORGIA. 


Wesley's sojourn in Georgia 
was 


not a happy experience. 
His rigid 


churchly rules irritated 
the people, 


and William Williamson and his wife 
Sophia Hopkey (who had desired 
to 


marry Wesley) had him arrested for 
defaming Mrs. Williamson in refusing 
to administer to her the sacrament r.f 
the Lord's supper. 


"I went to America to convert 
the 


Indians," wrote Wesley, "but oh, who 
shall convert me?" Soon after 
his 


return to England Wesley 
met in 


London Peter Bohler, 
a Moravian 


missionary, on his way to Georgia 
Under his instructions Wesley 
re- 


ceived a new religious 
experience, 


which he speaks ol as his conversion. 
This Wesley describes in the follow- 
ing language: 


"In the evening 
Iwent unwillingly 


to a society in 
Aldergate 
street, 


where one was reading Luther's pre- 
face to the epistle to the 
Romans 


About a quarter before nine while he 
was describing the change which God 
works in the heart through faith in 
Christ, I felt my heart 
strangely 


warmed 
I felt I did trust in Christ, 


Christ alone, for salvation, and 
an

It saved England from tke French 


revolution, with the social aims 
of 


which the English people sympathiz- 
ed, but revolted from 
its atheistic 


spirit, and it has been the nspratlon

the voyage Wesley heard a loud noise 
in Oglethorpe's cabin.

so, and was led to preach in 
the 


open air — a proceeding 
from which 


he would have rebelled a year before. 
This practice he continued with great 
effect for more than half a century.

old home at Epworth, the rector who 
succeeded his father refused 
him 


permission to preach in the 
parish 


church. 
The people were determin- 


ed to hear him, and in the afternoon 
he preached standing on his father's

On the platform were eight- 
een men, the rest of the weight being 
made up of dumbbells. 
Holtgrewe 


raised tbe platform two inches from 
where it rested. lie used no harness 
or protection for bis shoulders of any 
kind. 


Many of tbe strong men who claim 


to have duplicated this teat have sim- 
ply held tbat much weight on their 
shoulders. Iloltgrewe can hold 5,000 
pounds. What makes his performance 
stand out above ail others is that he 
actually raised 4,103 pounds 
two 


inches above the brutes upon which 
the platform rested.

it IB so much 


greater, then how necessary it Is to 
prepare so as to be able to discharge 
the duties all and singular that may 
at some time devolve upon us. 


If our prestige as a nation is to be 


maintained, the youth of 
the land 


must rightly prepare, and as a great 
writer has expressed it "The question 
whether the United States shall hold 
or lose her place which she has pur- 
chased with so much blood and treas- 
ure, 
among the world's greatest na- 


tions, lies not in the invading of our 
land by a powerful foreign enemy, but 
in whether we shall bold to or 
fall 


away from the ideals of our fathers, 
and whether, in coming generations, 
civic virtue will be lost 
or 
held 


among the people "
